DELAY THOUGHT 


DELIBERATE. 
Washington, November 26.—Some 


“otticials expressed belief today that 


the Mexican government’s delay in 
replying to the American note, sent 
more: than a week ago, demanding 
release of William O. Jenkins, con- 
silar agent at Puebla, was part of 
a deliberate plan to still further an- 
tagonize the United States. 

This belief was based largely upon 
official information from Mexico 
City that officials there were en- 
deavoring to spread the report that 
this country was on the verge of 
a revolution and that by holding up 
the reply Mexicans could offer sub- 
stantial aif to the “revolutionists.” 
Mexican agents in the United 
States, the advices said, had been 
sending home highly colored and 
wildly exaggerated reports concern- 
ing domestic conditions, the steel 
and coal strikes being cited as glar- 
ing evidences of industrial unrest. 

Mexican Press Reports. 

Although the Mexico City press 
said the reply of the Mexican gov- 
ernment to the American note de- 
manding the release of William O. 


Jenkins, American consular agent 
at Puebla, was expected to be hand- 


ed to the American embassy yester- 


day, it has not been received here, 
the state'department announced’ tog 
day. 

Because of the urgency of the 
coal situation, it was regarded as 
doubtrul whether the cabinet would 
take up the Mexican situation again 
today.

TQ BEGIN HEARINGS 
ON KENDRICK BILL 


Senator Harris Foremost 
in Fight for Legislation 
to Regulate Meat Pack- 
ers of United States. 


By James A. Hollomon. 
(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 

Washington, November 26.—The 
senate committee on agriculture 
will begin hearings next week on 
the question of federal regulation 
of the meat packers, It is a mat- 
ter in which Georgia is deeply in- 
terested. 

Perhaps the advocates of a regu- 
latory measure have no stronger 
member than Senator William J. 
Harris, who has made this one of 
his especial nation-wide statutory 
efforts. The two regulation bills 
now before the committee were in- 
troduced by Kendrick, democrat, of 
Wyoming, and Kenyon, republican, 
of Iowa, . 

The committee hearings will go 
thoroughly into the methods and 
activities of the packers and will at- 
tract, it is said, the biggest lobby 
ever brought to Washington on any 
issue, That the committee will re- 
port a regularity bill is assured. 
Politics, however, will enter very 
largely into the issue when it 
reaches the floor, and the repre- 
sentatives of the packing interests, 
+ is said, will attack boldly at that 
‘time. 

om aig officials of the large 
packing firms are expected to ap- 
pear during the first week of the 
final committee hearings and they 
will be followed by many _ stock 
growers and consumers. Several 
from around Moultrie, Ga., and other 
southern points will be summoned. 

Packers Oppose Bill. 

One indication of the active oppo- 
sition of the packing interests to 
favorable consideration of the Ken- 
drick and Kenyon bills was recently 
manifested in Arizona. , The Arizona 
Stock Growers’ association, compris- 
ing 1,400 members, indorsed the 
Kendrick bill last February. The 
packers’ agents have worked hard 
for a reversal of this decision ever 
since, and recently got the associa- 
tion’s executive committee to call 
&@ special meeting§Y at which fifty- 
three were present and by a vote 
of $353 to 18 the indorsement -was 
rescinded. 

The minority, however, wired Sen- 
ator Kendrick that this vote in no 
wise represented the rea] position 
of the association and that of the 
thirty-five many were representa- 
tives of the packers and affiliated 
companies, 

“Nothing could be further from 
the fact than the charge that my 
bill is &@ government ownership 
bill, and that its effect would be 
to cripple the packing indlstry,” 
commented Senator Kendrick. 
“The bill’s purpose is to merely es- 
tablish a form of public regulation 
whereby producers and consumers 
alike may be guaranteed that the 
industry will be operated with 
strict adherence to the American 
principles of fair play.

O FUEL REQUEST 


Federal Committee Ap- 
preciates Steps Taken 
in Region to Curtail the 
Consumption of Scanty 

Coal Supply. 


Prompt responses by city . offi- 
Cials, civic bodies and business men 
of Atlanta to the request made yes- 


Aerday by the government that all 


efforts be made to conserve the 
fuel supply, called forth Wednesday 
afternoon expression of apprecia- 
tion from the United States Coal 
committee. 


Following a warning Tuesday 
that the fuel situation is growing 
dangérously acute, the southern re- 
gion coal committee appealed to the 
people in the territory under its 
jurisdiction to curtail the use of 
coal as much as possible by closing 
all industries that could be shut 
down without great loss and sus- 
pending other institutions wherever 
possible over the Thanksgiving hol- 
idays, remaining closed until Mon- 
day, December 1. It was also re- 
quested that office buildings, stores 
and other business places close 
each afternoon at 4 o’clock during 
the present crisis. 

To this appeal the city officials 
of, Atlanta responded at once. The 
mayor will call into conference the 
various department heads, and at 
the meeting instruct them to use 
every means possible to effect the 
conservation of coal. 

Building Owners Act. 

Members of the Building Owners 
and Managers’ association, repre- 
paiidie nearly all the big office 

ig inge., of Atlanta, met in con- 
ference Wednesday, and unanimous- 
4 agreed to give their support to 
the fuel. administration in its ef- 
forts ve coal. association 
annowneed that eléyator services 
will be-curtailed in the office buila- 
ings, ‘and following: the appeal b 
the coal committee, requests wii} 
be made upon the tenants of the of- 
fice buildings that all offices be 
closed by 4 o’clock until the coa: 
crisis is over. The seriousness of 
the present coal situation was pre- 
sented to the association by William 
Rawson Collier, public utility 
member of the coal committee for 
the southern region. 

The Atlanta chamber of com- 
merce, while not taking any action 
Wednesday on the appeal of the 
coal committee, is said by Secre- 
tary Charles E. Robertson to be 
watching the situation closely, 
holding itself in neadiness to aid 
wherever possible. | 

The Atlanta Retall Merchants’ as- 
sociation has been called together 
by its president, J. P. Allen, and it 
is believed action supporting the 
fuel committee’s appeal will be 
taken by the business men’s organi- 
zation. 

Other civic bodies are expected to 
follow suit, and it is beileved that 
the appeal of the coal committee 
will be strictly observed in At- 
lanta, as well as over the entire 
southern region. 


Order May Follow Request. 


It was learned Wedesday after- 
noon that while the coal committee 
has only gone to the people of this 
region so far with an appeal to pa- 
triotism, that its powers are still 
intact, and that should there be a 
non-observanee of the requests that 
have been made for the safety of the 
people, steps may be taken to en- 
force more stringent restrictions, 
that are almost sure to follow. 

An order sent out yesterday by 
the railroad administration gives 
notice to all railroad officials that 
there must be no more excursions 
during the period of the coal crisis. 
This order, it was stated, applies to 
the running of special excursion 
trains for pleasure parties and other 
purposes that can be dispensed with. 

It was also ordered that an em- 
bargo be placed against the ship- 
ment of peanuts, velvet beans and 
soyabeans to mills for grinding. 
grinding. 

No official information was given 
out Wednesday with reference to 
the curtailment of passenger service 
by the railroad administration, but 
the various railroad heads in the 
southern region are holding them- 
selves in re&diness to put in force at 
a moment’s notice a new schedule, 
from which all trains that are not 
absolutely essential will be cut off.

Recent Utterances of For- 
mer Secretary of Treas- 
ury Indicate Willingness 
to Accept ‘Democratic 
Nomination, Says Hollo- 
mon.

Washington, November 26.—Anal- 
yzing the telegram sent by ex-Sec- 
retary William G. McAdoo to Fuel 
Administrator Garfield, it is not a 
far-fetched thought to say that the 
former treasury chief is in a recep- 
tive mood for the democratic nomi- 
nation for president. 

This is the view that politicians 
of both parties in Washington take 
of it, and his evident sympathy for 
the miners, coupled with his former 
attitude toward railroad employees, 
clearly demonstrates the labor issue 
will enter into his campaign should 
he be nominated. ~ 

Significance is also seen by some 
in the fact that Mr. McAdoo has 
taken part in the coal controversy 
at a time when Attorney General 
Palmer, himself an aspirant for the 
democratic presidential nomination, 
had the matter in hand. 

It has been believed bore that Mr. 
McAdco would not seek the nomina- 
tion becausg of announcements to 
the effect by his friends and his own 
statement, made when he left the 


treasury post, that he had to retire, 


from public life to earn a compeé- 
tence for his family. Now comes a 
report that Mr. McAdoo has re- 
couped his fortunes sufficiently to 
permit him to take a chance on the 
nomination and election. 

Palmer Handicapped. 

While Mr, Palmer has come rap- 
idiy into national prominence 
through his activities against the 
reds, his attack on the high cost of 
living, and his determined attitude 
toward the strike, opposition to him 
exists among politicians of his par- 
ty. This opposition has nothing to 
do, they say, with his fitness or his 
activities as attorney general. On 
the contrary, his official acts, they 
say, have made him a strong con- 


tender for the nomination, but they 
are of the opinion that he is handi- 
capped by geographical considera- 
tions, as he comes from rock-ribbed 
republican Pennsylvania. 

These politicians, who today are 
talking of Mr. McAdoo as a possi- 
bility, point out that the nominee 
must come from a pivotal state of 
the middle or far west. “Therefore, 
the democratic politicians are look- 
ing to those sections, as are the re- 
publicans, for a standardbearer. Mr. 
McA@oo’s friends say that he will 
win the New York delegates and can 
carry that state in the election. 

The other strong candidates in the 
field by reason of their residence are 
said by the politicians to be Senator 
Pomerene and Governor Cox, of Ohio, 
Ohio, for many years a republican 
state, has been in the democratic 
column in the last few elections and 
both parties will fight to capture the 
state in 1920. Senator Harding’s 
candidacy in the republican party is 
founded on that knowledge. 


Middle West Prospects. 


In the middle west, too, are ex- 
Speaker Clark, of Missouri: Vice 
President Marshall, of Indiana, and 
Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska. 

A member of the cabinet recently 
told a friend that the presidential 
possibilities in the order of their 
strength, were: 

McAdoo, Pomerene, Palmer, Cox, 
Marshall, Clark. 

After the meeting of the democrat- 
ic national committee and the Jack- 
son day dinner here on January 8, 
there will be a crystallization of 
democratic sentiment with indica- 
tions that Palmer and McAdoo will 
be strong contenders for the nomi- 
nation. 

The republicans will hold their 
conference to select a convention 
city and date in Washington De- 
cembDer 10. 

It is predicted that the republican 
convention will go to Chicago, and 
that it will be held early in June, 
possibly during the second week. 

It is predicted also that the dem- 
ocrats wil] name Si. Louis as the 
convention city and that the date 
will be around July 4, ag is the 
custom. 

No attempt will be made by the 
national] committees in their pre- 
liminary meetings to define party is- 
sues, as the present unsettled condi- 
tions will make it prudent to defer 
this part of the program as long as 
practicable while appraising the 
viewpoint of the American voters.

MEXICAN LEADER 
KILLED AS REBEL 
BY CARRANZA MEN 


Famous Military Genius 
Coolly Meets Death at 
Early Hour on Wednes- 
day Morning. 


WAS CONVICTED ON 
REBELLION CHARGE 


Angeles Helped Execu- 
tioners Arrange Details 
and Personally Selected 
Spot Where He Stood, 
Awaiting Death. 


Chihuahua City, Mexico, November 
26.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
General Felipe Angeles, Mexican 
revolutionary leader and famed 
throughout the world as a military 
genius, was executed by a Carran- 
za firing squad here early today, 
following ‘his conviction with two 
companions on charges of rebellion 
against the Mexican government. 

General Angeles himself chose the 
north wall to stand against to be 
killed and arranged details of his 
execution with Carranza officers 
and men detailed to the task. 

Fired One Volley. 

Opposite the revolutionary leader 
stood five soldiers with rifles 
ready. They fired one volley into 
the breast of Angeles. 

Angeles fell forward. He then 
was lying on the floor of the bar- 
racks, An officer stepped up to 
the already dead man and deliv- 
ered the “coupe dé grace.” _ This 


Carranza officer. It entered be- 
hind the right ear of Angeles. 
Showed Little Concern. 
General Angeles spent the few 
hours between the time of being 
sentenced and the time of execu- 
tion with friends and a priest. Dur- 
ing most of the night they discussed 
philosophy, mathematics, politics 
and religion. The general appeared 
to have little concern in the fate 


He slept the hour and a half be- 
tween 3 and 4:30. Arising he dic- 
tated letters to Mrs. Angeles and 
his sons, Albert and Manuel Calero. 
He wrote personally letters and au- 
tographs for friends to be delivered 
after death, which he carried with 
him to his execution. 


Washington, November 26.—Amer- 
ican officials made no comment to- 
day on the execution of General 
Felipe Angeles, Mexican rebel lead- 
er, by a firing squad at Chihuahua 
City.

He had 
been hiding in a cave, after leaving 
Villa’s main body of troops. Th® 
two, it was reported, had disagreed 
over Angeles’ reported opposition 
to the plan for an attack on Juarez 
in June, which led to American 
troops crossing the Rio Grande and 
driving off the rebels. 

Angeles, when discovered. lost 
fiye killed among his handfull of 
followers, but escaped the Carranza 
net. He was overtaken, however. 
and subdued. But four of his men 
were left when he finally was cap- 
tured. Two were executed sum- 
marily. 

The other two went to trial with 
Angeles. One, Major Nestor Enciso de 
Aroc, was sentenced also to death, 


btu his sentence was commuted to} 


twenty years’ imprisonment. The 
other, Antonio Trillo. a boy of 17 
years, must serve six years and 
eight monhs. 

Tried Before Crowd. 

The trial was held in Teotro de 
Los Heroes (Theater of the Heroes), 
in Chihuahua, before a throng that 
filled the theater to capacity and 
left hundreds of friends and curious 
outside. Hundreds of women were 
in the audience, and a group of s0- 
ciety leaders, as well as others. 
often interrupted the court to plead 
clemency for Angeles. 

The pleas were unavailing, as 
were similar pleas to Mexican 
courts and to the present president 
of the republic.

Thirsty Multitudes 
Throng Bars When Fed- 
eral Judge Enjoins Offi- 
cers From Enforcing 
War-Time Prohibition.

New Orl@ans, November 26. 
Whisky, 4 per cent beer, wines, cor- 
dials, in short, complete bar room 
assortments of liquors, were pur- 
chased freely in New Orleans to- 
day following the granting of 
an injunction today by Federal 
Judge Foster, which in effect held 
the war time prohibition acts un- 
constitutional. 

Less‘ than an hour after Judge 
Foster had enjoined federal author- 
ities from interferring with the sale 
of bonded whiskies in compliance 
with the petition of the Herman 
Leiser Liquor company, bar rooms 
were serving liquor in steadily va- 


‘ried assortments. Mixed drinks were 


unobtainable during the day be- 
cause of the rush for “straight liq- 
uor. 

Later, however, it was 
to obtain practically all of the 
widely known mixed drinks, for 
many years peculiar to New Or- 
leans. French restaurants served 
claret with diners, adding the touch 
which chefs and managers of the 
establishments always have claim- 
ed was necessary for the proper 
appreciation of their meals. 

Judge Foster in his decision to 
grant the injunction ruled that the 
world war came to an official end 
when congress adjourned recently 
without rejecting the peace treaty 
with Germany. He maintained that 
when President Wilson vetoed the 
Volstead war time prohibition en- 
forcement bill October 238, 1919, the 
president declared the army and 
navy forces demobilized. 

Official tnterference Barred. 

Through the injanction Frank M. 
Miller, United States tnarshal, and 
his deputies, Superintendent Forest 
Pendelton, of the department oi 
justice, and his aides, Rufus Fonte- 
not, internal revenue collector, and 
his assistants, and Henry Mooney, 
United States district attorney, are 
barred from “interferring with the 
Herman Leiser Liquor company or 
any other liquor dealer in the sale 
of intoxicating liquors in New Or- 
leans.” 

Judge Foster formerly held that 
2.75 per cent beer was non-intoxjy 
cating. * J 

Above the enthusiasm of the 
liquor dealers, however, loomed the 
warning of the United States dis- 
trict attorney and the internal rev- 
enue collector that a strict record 
was being kept of liquor selling and 
that should the supreme court of 
the United States declare the war- 
time prohibition act constitutional, 
prosecuions would be instituted. 

Threatens Prosecution. 

District Attorney Mooney, upon 
learning of reports. that saloon 
keepers had agreed to make a flat 
charge of fifty cents per drink for 
whisky, announced that should 
they combine to charge high prcies 
for drinks they would be prose- 
cuted for profiteering. , 

Whiskey sold in most places at 
twenty-five cents for a drink, 
about half the size formerly sold. 
Higher grade whiskies served in 
old style glasses were sold from 36 
to 60 cents, Bottled whiskies, 
bonded, were to be had at an aver- 
age of $6 a quart, some places, how: 
ever, being without other than the 
cheaper grades. Wines were pro- 
curable at an average of 
twenty-five per cent over former 
prices. 

Rushing Business Done, 

At all of the downtown saloons 
crowds remained until closing time. 
Taxicab companies reported an old 
time rush of customers to the road 
houses and cafes at the lake re- 
sorts. 

Stocks sufficient to last until 
January 16, should the supreme 
court rule that war time prohibi- 
tion Was unconstitutional were re- 
ported by wholesalers, Pracically 
none of the liquor in warehouses 
here was exported. 

Brewers had not decided tonight 
whether their stocks of beet con- 
taining a higher percentage of al- 
cohol than one half of one per cent 
could be increased by resumption 
of the manufacture of former con- 
tent. 

Racing followers desiring liquor 
at the Jefferson track tomorrow 
will be disappointed, it was said to- 
night, the barroom at the track only 
last week having been torn down 
and a restaurant installed.

Washington, November 26.—A' 
wage increase of 14 per cent for 
all mine workers, maintenance of 


government control over coal prices, 
and no increase in prices at this 
time, were the conclusions of Fuel 
Administrator Garfield, announced 
tonight to the operators and miners’ 
wage scale committeés. 

Dr. Garfield declared that the 
miners, without the proposed in- 
crease of 14 per cent, were better 
off than other classes of employees, . 
A permanent body, with purely ad- 
visory powers, consisting of the 
secretary of the interior as chair- 
man, and of an equal number of rep- 
resentatives of operators and mine 
workers, was recommended by Dr. 
Garfield. 

This board would continue to ap- 
ply the principles announced by the 
fuel administrator to unsettled ques- 
tions, wages and profits and living 
conditions, 

Miners Get $4.75 Daily. 

Dr. Garfield said at the meeting 
that the lowest wages paid to miners 
was $4.75 a day, and that working 
200 days a year, the minimum ay- 
erage annual return amounted toe 
$950. This gum, he added, “is a lit- 
tle higher than wages ih other em- 
ployment, and this is without con- 
sidering the 14 par cent increésé.” 

William Green, secretary of the 
United Mine Workers, asked if $950 
was sufficient to maintain Americag 
standards of living. ‘e 

“That depends on circumstances,” 
said Dr. Garfield. “There are very 
few who get more than $80 ¢ month, 
I won't admit that a decent Ameri- 
can standard isn’t permitted.” 

To pay higher wages than the 
proposed scale would make miners 
a favored class, and “would result 
in the payment by the public of an 
enormous fund to a minority,” Dr. 
Garfield said, replying to questions 
from Frank Farrington, president of 
the Illinois district of the. United 
Mine Workers. 

Would Be Profiteering. 

Such a_ situation, Dr. Garfield 
added, does not differ from that of a 
corporation taht attempts to add to 
its profits at the expense of the 
few. 

Dr. Garfield explained that he was 
not trying to dictate to the wage 
scale committee what it should do, 
but that he was prepared to say 
that regardelss of the amount of 
wage advance agreed to by the oper- 
ators and miners, the public would 
not be called upon to pay more for 
its coal.

“Tie prices fixed by the govern- 
ment on coal were calculated to 


réimerease production for war pur- 
‘poses. Coal was basic and the in- 


crease in production was impera- 
tive. The operators aré now in re- 
ceipt of margins which were neces- 
sary to effect that increase of pro- 
duction, but which are larger than 
are required under present condi- 
tions. It was estimated that the 
production needed for 1918 was 600,- 
000,000 tons, The estimate for 1919 
is 600,000,000 tons. 

“Applying the principles set forth 
in paragraph 2 of the statement of 
November 24, when the average in- 
crease in wages since 1913 for the 
various classes of mine workers are 
deducted from the increase in the 
cost of living since that time, we 
arrive at the amount of additional] 
increase in wages justifiable at the 
present time. 

’ Living Cost Figured. 

“I have taken the figures of the 
bureau of labor statistics for both 
cost of living and for the weighted 
average of wage increases. Accord- 
ing to these figures the cost of liv- 
ing has risen 79.8 per cent since 
1913 and the amount necessary to 
bring the average wages of mine 
workers up to this point at the 
present time is 14 per cent. 

“Beadjustments heretofore made 
since 1913 were ‘such as to give cer- 
tain classes of mine workers an 
average increase in excess of the 
increase in the cost of living and 
certain others an average increase 
below the increase in the cost of 
living. This form of adjustment 
was made in order to establish or 
preserve certain relative bases in 
the mining industry. I do not think 
this condition, however, ought to 
result in giving to mine workers as 
a whole, and in consequence ime 
posing upon the public, a total av- 
erage increase in excess of the total 
average increase in the cost of liv- 
ing, because if this course be adopt- 
ed, the result would be that the 


total increased burden placed upon 
mining industry ;will be far in ex- 
cess of the increase in the cost of 
living. If this principle were ap- 
plied in industries generally it is 
obvious that the resulting cost 
would be passed along to the gen- 
eral public and the increased wages 
would increase in a rapid spiral, 
taking as a minimum the percent- 
age of increase in the cost of liv- 
ing. In the long run this would 
add many new and serious burdens 
to the cost of living of the entire 
public and would fall more in- 
juriously upon the working classes 
than upon any others. 


Reasonable Way.

Garfield adjourned late tonight the 
Sub-scale committees of miners and 
operators went into executive ses- 
sion to discuss the governments 
“statement of facts.” Lewis an- 
nounced that the miners would not 
accept, just as he started into the 
meeting. 


Miners Claim “Insult.” 


After a three-hour conference at 
which representatives of the min- 
ers openly declared the new scale 
was “insulting,” and sharply ques- 
tioned Dr. Garfield, the sub-scale 
committee, composed of miners and 
operators, met to consider the settle- 
ment plan, and quickly adjourned. 
Another meeting will be held to- 
morrow. 

The miners’ refusal to accept, 
while not announced to Dr. Garfield, 
was taken by the operators to be 
definite. Thomas ae Brewster, 
chairman of the Coal Operators’ as- 
sociation, declared the Garfield 14 
per cent statement formally elimi- 
nated Secretary Wilson’s proposal 
for a 31 per cent increase. 

“The operators are ready to ne- 
gotiate a new wage agreement,” 
Brewster said, “despite Dr. Gar- 
field’s satement that the government 
will not permit an advance in the 
price of coal.’ 


Sharp Protest. 


There was a sharp note of pro- 
test from the miners over the 
amount of increase, which was much 
lower than they had expected. 
Frank Farrington, president of the 
Illinois district of miners, was 
cheered when he declared that union 
men in his state would not accept 
‘<. Answering Farrington, who 
wanted to know if miners refusing 
to work would be classed as out- 
laws, Dr. Garfield said the govern- 
ment could not compel anybody to 
work, but that it would provide evy- 
ery protection for those willing to 
go into the mines and give the 
country the coal it needs, 

While the sub-scale committee 
will give consideration to the propo- 
sition, the full committee, repre- 
senting both sides, will remain here 
to receive any plan of settlement 
that might be agreed upon. 

Operators here will meet here to- 
morrow to decide whether to grant 
the increase in view of Dr. Gar- 
field’s positive announcement that 
no increase in the price of coal 
would be allowed. Many of them 
shared the view expressed by Phil 
H. Penna, of Terre Haute, Ind., that 
some of. the largest companies 
would be forced to shut down if 
that much increase was given. 

Says Increase Ruinous, 

Phil H. Penna, operator of Terre 
Haute, Ind., said that the 14 per 
cent increase would more than ab- 
sorb the margin of profit of the 
Indiana mines this year. 

“How are these mines to continue 
in operation?” he asked.

JURY DUTY. 

Judge W. E. Thomas, of Valdosta, 
temporarily relieving Judge Hum- 
phries, of the Fulton county supe- 
rior court, criminal division, laid 
down a commendable rule when he 
announced from the bench the 
other day that his policy will be to 


excuse no man from jury duty for 
business reasons. 

“Business men who may be drawn 
for jury duty,” the court declared, 
“must arrange their plans to do 
jury service without regard to in- 
conveience,” and unless a business 
man applicant for exemption’ ‘can 
offer more imperative than merely 
business reasons why he should 
not do his full duty as an American 
citizen Judge Thomas made it 
plain he. will not be excused. 

Jury service, upon call, is one of 
the highest of the obligations of 
citizenship in a democracy—second 
only, perhaps, to the citizen’s duty 
to defend his country against in- 
vasion by a foreign enemy. 

The right of trial by a: jury is 
vouchsafed any citizen accused of 
crime in this country; and it fol- 
lows, therefore, that an effort to 
escape jury service is closely akin 
to an effort to impede the course 
of justice. 

As a matter of fact, the jury sys- 
tem and the majesty of our courts 
constitute the very keystone of the 
whole structure of our republic; 
and it is not a mark of good citizen- 
ship for any man eligible and 
called for jury service to seek to 
shirk or evade his share of the re- 
spansibility for the safeguarding of 
justice. 

Under the existing trial law it is 
even more important than formerly 
that our juries be composed of men 
of the highest type, fairness of 
mind, and intelligence, for under 
this law, which was enacted by the 
last session of the legislature, trial 
juries in criminal cases are re- 
quired to fix the maximum and 
minimum penalties when defend- 
ants are found guilty; and under an 
act passed in 1918 judges are pro- 
hibited from expressing either ap- 
proval or disapproval of any ver- 
dict rendered or penalty prescribed 
by a jury. 

Thus it is that, as Judge Thomas 
expressed it— 


“If the men who happen to be on 
the «juries be without experience 
with affairs and be not tempered 
with deliberate thought and action 
but are influenced by impulse and 
passion, and happen to return ver- 
dicts most acceptable to the law- 
less and the criminal, then law en- 
forcement will come to a low tide. 
Whether there shall be enforcement 
of the law is going to depend upon 
whether the people of the state 
shall have on the juries the serv- 
ar of meén with courage and with 
high conceptions of citizenship. This 
is the meanine of the new law as 
passed.” 

That the American legion, which 
is composed of men whose devotion 
to the flag and to human justice is 
attested by the very fact of their 
being members of it, see the ne- 
cessity of all qualifid citizens will- 
ingly accepting the responsibilities 
that go with jury service when 
called to do so, is indicated by a 
resolution that was recently adopt- 
ed without a dissenting vote by 
that organization in the state of 
Washington, declaring— 

“It is the sense of the American 
Legion that no prospective juror be 


excused unless the statutes so re- 
quire.” 


The policy of the average “busy 
business men” is to escape jury 
service whenever possible. 

This is wrong and un-American, 
and Judge Thomas is to be conm- 
menied for setting his hand

The Anglo-French-American T reaty 


By Frank H. Simonds. 
‘The progress of the debate and 
the preliminary action in the sen- 
ate more and more sharply raise 
the question of the fate of that 


Anglo-French-American treaty, 
which awaits ratification or rejec- 
tion, following the decision in the 
matter of the main treaty of Ver- 
sailles itself. It is no exaggera- 
tion to say, moreover, that the re- 
jection of the tripartite agreement 
would be regarded all over Europe, 
but particularly in France, asa dis- 
tinct repudiation, on the part of 
the United St s, of a moral, if not 
‘a-~=Cf legal obligation incurred at 
Paris. 


It is, of course, quite true that the 
agreement made between Clemen- 
ceau, Lloyd George and Wilson was 
subject in all three cases to the 


action of the respective legislative 
branches of their several states. 
The-president could not, nor did he 
attempt to bind the United States, 


we but merely agreed to use his best 


efforts to procure the approval of 


the senate for to 
France. 

But, by contrast, he did persuade 
the French to lay aside many de- 
mands, regarded by the statesmen 


and the people alike as vital to 
French safety on the assurance that 
for these guarantees in the shape 
of territorial and military barriers 
America would offer the even more 
powerful substitute of American 
military guarantee. 


Everyone who was in Paris dur- 
ing the peace conference knows that 
Foch demanded for his country and 


as an essential condition to future 
security, the occupation of the left 
bank of the Rhine. The sole ex- 
fuse Clemenceau could present for 
putting aside the advice of the great 
soldier, whose military genius had 
won the war, was the veracious 
statement that President Wilson 
opposed such a course, with the 
complete support of Lloyd George, 
and that to insist upon it meant 


the promise 


-to alienate America. 


When the terms of the treaty 
were themselves made public, the 
French nation waited, not for the] 


details of this document, already 
fairly accurately forecast by past 
reports, but for the exact terms of 
the pledge all France knew had 
been given by the president and the 
British prime minister to assure 
British and American support, 
should Germany attack again. Had 
such a pledge, given in the most 
absolute terms possible, been lack- 
ing Clemenceau would have gone 
out of power and the treaty would 
have been rejected by France out 
of hand. 


Moreover, and this is the circum- 
stance which becomes significant to- 
day, had there been the smallest 
suspicion in France that there was 


any question of the favorable action 
of the United States senate, then 
France, without regard to parties or 
persons, would have demanded that 
the views of Foch should be ac- 
cepted and those of Clemenceau dis- 
carded. In point of fact there were 
many Frenchmen who preferred the 
Foch.to the Clemenceau policy, in 
any case, 


‘President Wilson’s Course. 

Now: the fact is that the course 
of President Wilson at the peace 
conference resulted in the surren- 
der by the French of certain phys- 


‘ical guarantees, which the mass of 


the French people and all of the 
French military men regarded as es- 
sential to the safety of France. This 
surrender was embodied in the 
Treaty of Versailles and the terms 
of that treaty have been accept- 
er alike by France, Great Britain 
and Germany. A refusal of the 
United States senate to ratify the 
Anglo-French-American treaty will 
leave the French no remedy, since 
hey have paid in advance, 


In the United States the discus- 
sion of this treaty has turned on 


i 
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the fact that no actual pledge could 


be given by the president and the 
right and power always remained 
with the senate. This is true, in fact, 
but it is no less true that the French 
were persuaded by the American 
representatives in Paris, that the 


ratification b 
tain and on this assurance conveyed 
by the president of the United States, 
himself, they consented to resign 
in advance, what lay in their power 
to acquire and in their need to pos- 
sess, if the American aid, promised 
in the agreement, should be de- 
neg, 

If we now reject the French in- 
surance agreement, for that is what 
the tripartite agreement amounts to, 
the effect, if not the.intent of our 
course, Will be to abandon the 
french, after having led them into a 
difficult and even dangerous course. 
The fact is that President Wilson 
Was responsible for the surrender 
by the French of the project for a 
permanent military occupation of the 
Rhine barrier as an i =insurance 
against a new German aggression, 
They abandoned it only because they 
believed that in offering them the 
substitute of an American pledge to 
aid in case of any German attack, he 
had promised with certainty of per- 
formance, If the senate declines to 
Zive force to the president’s prom- 
ise, France will not only feel herself 
betrayed, but will obviously have 
sound basis for such feeling. 


If the president of the 
States can go to Europe and per- 
suade European nations to lay aside 


legitimate demands and claims and 
to abandon a policy conceived by 
their leaders, by men of the world- 
wide eminence of Marshal Foch, to 
be a matter of life and death, on 
the assurance of future American 
assistance and then the senate of 
the United States refuses to make 
good the president’s promise, then 
it is patent that the word of Amer- 
ica will lose much of its value in 
world conferences. , 


Purely Domestie Matter. 
A debate, a dispute between the 
president and the senate over tha 
real limits of power of each in the 


matter of treaty-making, is a pure- 
ly domestic matter, so long as it 
does not involve the safety or the 
prosperity of the other nations of 
the world. But it becomes some- 
thing more than adomestic mat- 
ter, when the nations of the world, 
seeing the president arrive in Eu- 
rope as the unquestioned represen- 
tative of the United States, with all 
the prestige of his high office sup- 
porting him and accepting him as 
such, consent to yield their own 
views to him, surrender their own 
policies to his, risk their own safe- 
ty to comprky with his purposes, only 
to discover that, when they have 
done all that was asked of them, 
when their sacrifices “have become 
irrevocable, the United States 
through the senate can repudiate 
the president’s course and leave 
them without remedy. 

The question raised is not one of 
right, save on the moral side. Rath- 
er it is one of future policy. If we 
repudiate the president’s pledge to 
France, the next time we se a 
delegation to any international con- 
ference, its position will be beneath 
contempt, because no nation will 
dare trust its words or accept its 
suggestions, lest they be presently 
repudiated. 


As to the league of nations, this 
issue is not raised. The president 
did not persuade European nations 


to sacrifice their safety to subscribe 
to the covenant, they subscribed to 
it of their own free will in the hope 
that by so doing they would win 
American support and enlist Amer- 
ican assistance. Rejettion of the 
covenant, mutilating it by reserva- 
tions will be a humiliating circum- 
stance for the president, but it will 
not. involve the honor of the nation, 
since it will not do violence to the 
interests-of other countries. 

But if we refuse to make good 
the president’s assurance to France, 
the effect will be to leave the 
French without the hope of our aid 
and pretection against German at- 
tack, after they have, in obedience 
to the insistence of the president of 
the United States in Paris and in 
frank opposition to the advice of 
their supreme soldier, Marshal Foch, 
abandoned those other guarantees, 
which Foch advised and history and 
national sentiment demanded. Nor 
is it less plain that the effect of 
this double disarmament of France 
will bexto encourage and even in- 
vite German attack.

DEMENTIA PRECOX. | 
About one-fourth of all cases of | 
insanity are of the type known as 


dementia precox, which is mental 
deterioration manifested in early 
life, usually before the twenty-fifth 
year. A defective heredity is gen- 
erally assumed to be an important 
predisposing case of this form of in- 
sanity, though in recent yearsthere 
seems to be wider acceptance of the 
theory that a deficiency in some of 
the internal secretions (hormones 
poured into the blood stream by the 
ductless glands—is the direct cause 
of precox. But this is still a the- 
ory, and not a demonstrable fact, 
although treatment based upon this 
theory sometimes produces remark- 
able results. 

Instead of mental detérioration 
being caused by the use of ciga- 
rettes and the abuse of sexual! func- 
tions in -early life, these evils are 
rather evidences of mental defect. A 
sound mind does not lead to habits 
or practices injurious to the in- 
dividual; a weak mind may do so. 
Too commonly the cart is placed 
before the horse when these in- 
fluences are referred to. We do 
not sufficiently realize that a great 
share of the escapades and im- 
moral happenings which bring 
young offenders up against the po- 
lice and the courts are but the ex- 
pressions of incipient insanity. 

Peculiarities presented by persons 
with dementia precox are precoci- 
ous piety, seclusiveness, impulsive 
behavior, moral instability, hysteri- 
cal attacks. In childhood, the his- 
tory commonly discloses, the patient 
was likely to, become delirious with 
slight illnesses and have convul- 
sions from slight causes. As the 
mental deterioration begins to mani- 
fest itself at twelve, fifteen, eight- 
een or twenty-five, there is often 
noticeable some habitual spasm of 
facial muscles, such as distortion 
of the mouth, rolling the eyes, 
smacking the !ips, sniffling, grunt- 
ing, making faces. The earlier evi- 
dences of dementia precox are some- 
times mistaken for neurasthenia, 
and sometimes relatives persist in 
the neurasthenia delusion even 
after the patient has bertayed in- 
Sanity by the most obvious irre- 
sponsibility. ee 

An open air life, under competent 
medical supervision, as in a well 
equipped sanitarium or hospital for 
the insane, is most beneficial. Oc- 
cupational treatment along the 
lines indicated by the patient’s 
natural bent or talent, is of great 
value. In some cases, at least, the 
administration of ductless gland 
hormones through an extended 
period under the close supervision 
of the physicians, will bring about 
a distinct’ improvement. There is 
one thing which parents or other 
relative’ must strive to understand, 
and that is the fact that the patient 
is sick and therefore needs such 
skillful care as may be had in a 
state hospital. If such treatment 
and care is available before the con- 
dition has progress too far there 
is a chance of restoration to health 
which can scarcely be had without 
institutional care.

What is angina pectoris? Is it 
dangerous or -hopeless? Are glass 
capsules of amyl nitrite of any 
benefit to the gsufferer? I have 
been having heart spasms for quite 
a while now, and I have been in- 
formed that the above is what it is 
called in medical terms. o you 
corroborate this statement? My age 
is 16 years. (F. F.) : 

ANSWER—Angina means pain or 
pang; pectoris means in or of the 
breast—breast pang. Such seizures 
are very serious but not hopeless. I 
have never heard of a case in one 
legs than 35 years of age. Amyl 
nitrite inhaled, by breaking a pear] 
or glass capsule in the handker- 
chief, is extremely powerful and re- 
laxes muscle spasm immediately. It 
often relieves genuine amgina pec- 
toris. I doubt that it would be 
advisable for a 16-year-old girl to 
use such a powerful remedy unless 
by direction of her physician. 

Milk Makes Children Grow. 

Do you consider malted milk or 
€vaporated milk a suitable substi- 
tute in the diet of children for 
fresh milk? (Mrs. T. B. 8.)

ANSWER—By no means. 
milk is the one indispensable in a 
child’s diet. There is no real sub- 
stitute for it. Children who @rink 
fresh milk for breakfast and for 
supper grow nearly four times as 
fast as children who drink tea, cof- 
fee and milk substitutes.

Guiliano had gained the cnmity of 
the gangsters by an infraction of 
the enthicss:or the etiquette of the 
underworld of which he had elected 
to become a citizen. His life since 
that violation of the code of thieves 
and murderers has been beset by 
watchful eyes in all his goings and 
all of his comings. He never went 
out to buy a paper but what his 
“shadow” watched, 

Hé was,a marked man. The re- 
volver shot, the stiletto and the 
blackjack have been shadowing him 
by day and by night. : The dis- 
covery of his mangled body in Shin- 
bone alley the other morning was 
no cause for surprise.

Another example of the communi- 
ty drama as expressed in the pag- 
eant or mystery type of play is the 
annual production in Hoboken, N.

TUCK MARKET IS.

Impending Holiday, With 
Industrial Uncertainties 
and Discouraging Ca- 
bles, React on Prices. 


New York, November 26.—The 
impending holiday, with its indus- 
trial uncertainties and the discour- 
aging tone of cables and other ad- 
Vices bearing upon the foreign ti- 
nancial situation combihed to give 
today’s stock market a_i general, 
though relatively, moderate § set- 
back. 

Other developments also played 
their several parts in- the reaction, 
the Mexican situation and reports 
of unsatisfactory wheat conditions 
in the middle west finding reflec- 


}tion in the heaviness of leading oils 


and railway shares. 

The shorts were not slow to avail 
themselves “ of these conditions, 
their activities being rendered the 
more successful because of the 
Sharp rebound made in the early 
days of the week by many specu- 
lative issues. 

Money and foreign exchange 
were not materially altered, call 
loans ruling at 7 per cent most of 
the day, while remittances to Lon- 
don and continnental Europe moved 
Within eontracted limits on lighter 
offerings. 

Conditions in the steel and iron 
trade attracted wider attention be- 
cause of the statements of authori- 
ties that finished products promise 
to become very scarce in conse- 
quence of the greatly reduced out- 
put. 

Steels and affiliated shares were 
heavy when not weak and coppers 
were subjected to constant pressure 
as. a result of rumors _ affecting 
their dividend status and another 
cut in the price of the refined metal.

3 Reports were current among Silver dealers today that silver dol- 
lar’s are already being melted up. At $1.37% an ounce fon siiV¥er, a 
silver dollar is worth néarly $1.05%. The premium is ample to cover 
the cost of melting and refining. Fortunately, the treasury is under no 
obligation to redeem in silver any paper money except the silver certifi- 
cates. If the price continues to rise, it may result in a depletion of 
our subsidiary silver. dollars.

Money Situation Still Bad. 


During the last few days the impression has gained ground in 
some quarters that the money market will no longer be a factor in 
immediate stock market movements in view of the comparatively low 
rates now prevailing. Conservative brokers, howeve , do not agree 
with this-impression, they being of the opinion that the eall money 
situation is stilt far from normal. True, rates are now quoted at 
around 7 per cent, the strain having been relieved by the recent drastic 
liquidation, but it is stated that local banks are still reluctant about 
tendering any large amount of funds in view of making preparations 
for end of the year requirements. Then, also, there is the new issue 
of certificates of indebtedness which will have to be taken care of and 
which will tie up a certain amount of funds. 

All brokers’ demands for money are being met on the floor of the 
exchange but it is stated that most of this ‘money is coming from 
corporations having large loanable balances, such as the steel cor. 
poration, which is known to have loaned money on the floor of the 
exchange at times, or from out of town banks. This is not considered 
a healthy sign for further stringency is looked for avhen these funds 
are exhausted, providing, of course, there is no material improvement 
in the local bank position. 

Two new stocks were added to the stock exchange list today, and 
these, in view of the action of the market in general, did not make very 
impressive showing. The stocks are Parish and Bingham and Gray 
and Davis. Following their initial transactions, both of the stocks 
sold off. The reports of earnings filed by these companies in con- 
nection with their request for listing showed that the former earned 
$3.50 per share in the first seven months of 1919, while*the latter 
earned $3.05 in the first nine months. Parish and Bingham pay a 
dividend of 75 cents quarterly at present.

International Labor Confer- 
ence Provides for Com- 
mission to Consider 
Regulations. 


Washington, November 26.—The 
international labor conference pro- 


| vided today for equal representa- 


tion by the European countries and 
the new countries on a commission 
to consider regulations for work- 
ers migrating from one state to an- 
other and the protection of inter- 
ests of wage-earners residing out- 
side of their native state, 

The rseolution was proposed by 
conference also included a draft 
convention providing for the col- 
lection and distribution of informa- 
tion on labor problems, the main- 
tenance of free employment bu- 
reaus and the adoption of a system 
whereby the workers in a foreign 
country may receive the same in- 
surance benefits as granted in their 
own countries. 

The reslution was proposed by 
William Gemmill, the employers’ 
delegate from South Africa, It 
was supported by the Latin-Ameri- 
can delegates who suggested that it 
offered a means. for counteracting 
the effect that would be made by 
the comparatively small representa- 
tion those states have on the gov- 
erning body. 

The discord that developed among 
the Japanese delegates over the fail- 
ure of the government delegates to 
Support the workers’ delegate in his 
effort to have the eight-hour law 
apply inJapan, became so strained 
today that two of the advisers to 
the workers’ delegate offered their 
resignations. 


Unemployment Relief. 


The conference had under consid- 
eration today a committe report on 
proposed measures to relieve unem- 
ployment. Leon Jouhau, French 
labor leader, through his support 
to the minority recommendation by 
zino Baldesi, Italian, urging wider 
distribution of raw materials to 
solve this problem. 

Mr. Baldesi’s subsequent motion 
that the council of the league of 
nations be asked to solve the ques- 
tion of raw materials and ocean 
freight rates was defeated 40 to 43. 

The conference then approved the

Audience at Auditorium

It is doubtful if a singer ever 
sang in Atlanta before a more dif- 
ficult audience than that which last 
night confronted Josef Rosenblatt. 
For John McCormack, noted Irish 
singer, who is to give a program 
here tonight, wa’ a member of the 
audience at Cantor Rosenbiatt’s per- 
formance at the Auditorium-Armory. 
However, the presence of the noted 
artist did not disconcert the Hebrew 
singer in the least, and he gave his 
numbers with a confidence born of 
the knowledge of his own ability 

Josef Rosenblatt, cantor of an 
east side synagogue in New York, 
is taking a short rest from his la- 
bors there, to sing In Atlanta and 
Savannah. He left early this morn- 
ing to resume his work in New 
York. His program here was for 
the benefit of the Hebrew Orphans’ 
Home. Rosenblatt could win fame 
for himself in grand opera or on 
the concert stage. Among the flat- 
ering offers he has received was 
one from Campanini to sing for a 
thousand dollars a night. Rosen- 
blatt refused this in order that he 
might carry on his work as cantor 


concerts. 

The Auditorium was a_ strange 
The artist himself looked as if he 
had come out of the pages of his- 
tory, with his long, dark beard, and 
his small. black cap.

POLICE ARE WARNED 


Addresses of Radical Head- 
quarters in Many Cities 


Furnished by New York. 


New York, November 26.—Police 
heads in about twenty cities in the 
United States and Canada, among 
them Chicago, Pittsburg and Cleve- 
land were notified by telegraph to- 
day of the addresses in their local- 
ities of houses frequented by mem- 
bers of the Union Russian Workers, 
after explosives were -discovered 
here in a radical gathering place. 

Alexander I. Rorke, assistant dis- 
trict attorney, explained tonight 
that a list of meeting places out- 
side of New York was seized by the 
volice “bomb squad” in a raid last 
March on radical headquarters in 
this city, and in view of the possi- 
bility that chemicals might be se- 
creted in other cities no time was 
lost in making them known. 

The seized documents, Mr. Rorke 
said, “gave much information con- 
cerning the activities conducted in 
the various “regional houses” scat- 
tered throughout the country. 
Among them was a list of delegates 
accredited to about. eighteen cities. 
Other papers described what the 
houses possessed, the various teach- 
ings of the organizations, its lec- 
ture sources, including chemistry 
and physics, and details of accom- 
modations to other radical organi- 
zations and statements of rentals.

FORM INTERNATIONAL 


COMMERCE CHAMBER 


Is Outcome of Internation- 
al Trade Conference. 


By J. A. Hollomon. 
(By Constitution Leated Wire.) 


Washington, November 26.—The 
sailing for their homes today of the 
trades missions from Belgium, 
France, Great Britain and_ Italy 
brings to light the formation in 
New York last night of the inter- 
national chamber of commerce to 
be made up of financial, commercial 
and industrial organizations 
throughout the world. 

These countries with the United 
States will form the nucleus of such 
an organization which is to be a 
‘business league of nations.” This 
development is the outcome of the 
international trade conference held 
in Atlantic City in October. Since 
that. conference adjotirned these 
missions have visited a number of 
industrial cities throughout the 
nation. Several of the members 
were recently in Georgia, as guests 
of Fuller E. Callaway at LaGrange, 
going from there to the world cot- 
ton conference at New Orleans. 

The first meeting of the new or- 
ganization will be held in Paris 
next June. Organization work is 
to be carried on by a general com- 
mittee of 25, of which John H. 
Fahey, of Boston, is chairman. The 
European members of the commit- 
tee will be named by the missions, 
and the chamber of commerce of 
the United States will name the 
American members. -A bureau will 
be opened in each country, with a 
secretary in charge. The organiza- 
tion committee will meet in Paris 
in May to complete arrangements 
for the conference, At this meeting 
a final draft of a constitution will 
be drawn up. 

Permanent headquarters in Eu- 
rope with a permanent staff already 
has been decided upon. There will 
be a board of directors, a secretary 
greneral and an executive and page 
in each country 
as a liason between the 
international and national organ- 
izations. Present plans call for an 
international meeting every. two 
years. The board of directors, com- 
posed of two members from each 
country, a meet every year. Poli- 
cies will be formulated by the board 
and by a referendum system.

Glass. : 


Washington, November 26.—Bitu-

bei from 100 
to 150 per cent on aVeotee capital, 
according toe, statement issued to- 
night by Secretary Glass, based on 
data furnished by experts of the 
internal revenue bureau. 

“Coal operators generally in the 
United States in the years 1914 and 
1915 lost money when normal de- 
pletion and depreciation are taken 
into consideration,” the ‘statement 
said. “What is meant by this is 
that proper item in fixing.cost is 
depreciation of plant and depletion 
of the cost or value of the coal ‘in 
the ground. . 

“In the latter part of 1916 all 
coal companies in the United States 
save those in the extreme west, be- 
gan making money with the result 
that the operations for the year 
1916 generally show a profit of 


invested. 

“In 1917 all bituminous coal 
mines east of the Mississippi river 
made what might be termed fabu- 
lous profits, the general average 
being from 100 to 150 per cent on 
invested capital, the range being 
from 15 to 800 per cent. 

“In 1918 conditions were not so 
good in the Appalachian and Ceatral 
competitive districts, eres gen- 
erally being reduced 25 to 30 per 
cent less than for the preceding 
year, the range being from 15 to 
300 per cent on invested capital. In 
the west conditions in 1918 were 
better than in 1917, the profits in 
the Rocky Mountain districts range- 
ing as high as 400 per cent on in- 
vested capital. 

“Unofficial figures for 1919, tn- 
complete of course, indicate that 
profits of the operators are less 
than for 1918, some of the operators 
claiming to have actually lost
